THE PRACTITIONER AND INFECTIOUS 
DISEASE 
(Concluded from page 153) 


NOTIFICATION BY ORDER 

The list of diseases contained in the Infectious Disease 
(Notification) Acts includes only about one-half of those 
which medical practitioners are under an obligation to 
notify to the medical officer of health. As already 
stated, local authorities have power to add to the list, 
with the approval of the Minister of Health ; but the 
Minister has no power of initiative under these Acts. 
The Public Health Act, 1875, however, provides a 
separate and distinct means by which the Minister may 
demand notification, since Sections 130 and 134 of that 
Act enable him (with the approval of Parliament) to 
make regulations with a view to the treatment of persons 
suffering ‘‘from any epidemic, endemic, or infectious 
disease,’’ and for preventing or guarding against the 
spread of disease. Notification, being one step toward 
prevention and treatment, has accordingly been imposed 
by a number of regulations dealing with diseases which 
have been recognized as communicable and, theoretically 
at least, preventable, since the passage of the Infectious 
Disease (Notification) Acts. In each case fees are 
payable at the same rates as under these Acts. 

The penalties for failure to notify are curiously different. 
In Section 1(3) of the Public Health Act, 1896, it is laid 
down that if any person wilfully neglects or refuses to 
obey or carry out, or obstructs the execution of any 
regulation made in terms of the Public Health Act, 1875, 
he is liable to a penalty not exceeding £100, and in the 
case of a continuing offence to a further penalty of £50 
for every day during which the offence is committed. 
Thus a practitioner might be much more heavily fined 
for omitting to notify pneumonia than, say, small-pox. 
Fortunately, no such case seems to have arisen in any 
court of law. Further, it has been found in other con- 
nexions that the governing word, ‘‘ wilfully,’’ presents 
a difficult obstacle to obtaining convictions under this 
type of legislation. 


List oF DISEASES NOTIFIARLE BY ORDER 
The following diseases have become notifiable in this 
way: plague, by the Epidemic Regulations: Notification 


of Plague, 1900 ; cerebro-spinal fever and acute anterior 
poliomyelitis, by the Public Health (Cerebro-Spinal Fever 
and Acute Poliomyelitis) Regulations, 1912 ; all forms of 
tuberculosis, by the Public Health (Tuberculosis) Regula- 
tions, 1912 ; acute encephalitis lethargica and acute polio- 
encephalitis, by the Public Health (Acute Encephalitis 
Lethargica and Acute Polio-Encephalitis) Regulations, 
1918 and 1919 ; ophthalmia neonatorum, by the Public 
Health (Ophthalmia Neonatorum) Regulations, 1926 ; 
puerperal pyrexia, by the Public Health (Notification of 
Puerperal Fever and Puerperal Pyrexia) Regulations, 
1926 ; malaria, dysentery, acute primary pneumonia, and 
acute influenzal pneumonia, by the Public Health (Infec- 
tious Diseases) Regulations, 1927. 


PROVISIONS PECULIAR TO CERTAIN ORDERS 


The first point to be noted is that in almost all these 
Orders a departure has been made from the policy of 
dual responsibility for notification embodied in the Infec- 
tious Disease (Notification) Acts. It is continued for 
plague, cerebro-spinal fever, and acute poliomyelitis, but 
with regard to all the others the practitioner alone is 
responsible. The medical officer of health in receipt of 
notifications, as before, does not include a county medical 
officer, and in the case of every disease but one notifica- 
tions have to be transmitted to the medical officer of 
health of the district in which the patient is under 
attendance, with certain exceptions for Londcn. As to 
the exceptions, notifications of cases of tuberculosis have 
to be made “‘ within forty-eight hours after first becoming 
aware that such person is suffering from tuberculosis ’’ 
to the medical officer of health of the district where the 
patient resides, which, of course, may not be the place 
where diagnosis is made. Similarly, special provision is 
made that cases of ophthalmia neonatorum and puerperal 
pyrexia discovered in a hospital within the administrative 
county of London shall be notified to the medical officer 
of health of the district from which the patient or parent 
was brought to the hospital. 


TERMINOLOGY AND PROCEDURE UNDER THE ORDERS 


It will be observed that terms have crept into the 
language used in some of the Orders which do not 
conform strictly with scientific momenclature. For 
instance, there is no one disease which can be described 
as ‘‘ acute primary pneumonia.’ It is evidently intended 
to include all cases of acute pneumonia which do not 
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supervene upon some other disease. Acute lobar 
pneumonia and acute bronchopneumonia should — be 
notified if they occur de novo, but not either of these 
diseases if it is a sequel of measles, whooping-cough, 
typhoid, or any other specific disease. It might be 
argued that bronchopneumonia is always preceded by a 
capillary bronchitis and is therefore not notifiable, but 
this refinement of pathogenesis is not intended to be 
taken into account. Influenzal pneumonia, which, 
according to present-day opinion, is always secondary, is 
definitely designated as a notifiable form of the disease. 
Notification of pneumonia is intended to serve a practical 
purpose, and a workable rather than a_ scientific ter- 
minology has been adopted. Experience shows that the 
mere payment Of a fee is not in itself a sufficient induce- 
ment to ensure complete notification by medical practi- 
ticners, and, as the value of notification of pneumonia 
is not always obvious, a very large proportion of acute 
primary pneumonia is never brought to the notice of 
health departments. The object is to draw early atten- 
tion to the onset of one of the periodical waves of 
influenza, so that steps, such as the provision of hospital 
beds for cases from poor homes, may be taken. It is 
not merely for the accumulation of statistical data that 
the regulations have been made. 

Notification of malaria is subject to one exception. 
When the disease is induced for therapeutic purposes in 
an institution, and permanently cured before discharge, 
it need not be notified ; but if the patient is liable to 
relapses notification must be sent four days before dis- 
charge to the medical officer of health of the district 
where he proposes to reside. The term “‘ dysentery ”’ in 
the Order of 1927 includes both amoebic and _ bacillary 
dysentery. The recent outbreak of amoebic dysentery 
in Chicago shows that this disease cannot be assumed 
to be incapable of becoming epidemic in temperate zones. 

For administrative purposes a new definition and 
designation have had to be adopted in connexion with 
febrile states in the puerperium: hence the use of the 
term ‘‘ puerperal pyrexia,’’ which is defined as meaning 
any febrile condition (not notifiable as puerperal fever) 
occurring within twenty-one days after childbirth or 
miscarriage in which a temperature of 100.4° F. or more 
dhas been sustained during a period of twenty-four hours 
or has recurred during that period. It will be obvious 
that such pyrexia may be due to almost an_ infinite 
variety of pathological conditions, but whatever the cause 
notification is necessary. 

Similarly, for purposes of notification, ophthalmia 
neonatorum does not refer merely to gonorrhoeal 
ophthalmia in the newborn (the disease it is desired to 
track), but includes any purulent discharge from the eyes 
occurring within twenty-one days after birth. Formerly, 
this condition was notifiable by midwives as well as by 
medical practitioners, but the latter are now alone 
responsible, the midwife having the duty of summoning 
medical aid under the Midwives Acts. 


NottricaTion BY Act 

Practitioners should also remember that local autho- 
rities may obtain special powers direct from Parliament, 
and that these may include sanction to make notifiable 
diseases which are not covered by general statute and 
which are not necessarily infectious. For instance, food 
poisoning is commonly a notifiable disease in this way, 
and the term covers not only bacterial food poisoning, 
but also poisoning by any organic or inorganic substance 
taken in or as food. In such cases prompt notification 
is of the first importance, and immediate steps should be 
made to preserve remaining portions of all food, suspected 
or unsuspected, consumed within twenty-four to forty- 
eight hours before the onset of symptoms. Experience 
shows that samples of food are difficult to obtain after 
information has reached a health department and after 
its officers have had time to commence investigations, 
so that many such outbreaks fail to be traced to their 
source. Indeed, in many instances, the first intimation 
comes through the coroner, the police, or the daily press 
as the result of a fatality, which, of course, the practi- 
tioner must report to the coroner.

BIRMINGHAM BRANCH: COVENTRY DIVISION 

At a meeting of the Coventry Division held at the Coventry 
and Warwickshire Hospital on February 6th, Mr. F. A. R. 
SramMERS (Birmingham) gave an address on ‘‘ The Newer 
Surgery of the Sympathetic Nervous System.’’ Mr. Stammers 
discussed the practical physiology and anatomy of the 
sympathetic system, and described the diseases to which this 
newer surgery might be applied. They might be classified 
as follows. Vascular Group: (1) Raynaud's disease, (2) 
thrombo-angiitis obliterans, (3) the cold hands and feet after 
(a) poliomyelitis and (b) chronic infective arthritis. Sphincter 
Group: (1) Hirschsprung’s disease, (2) bladder spasm, (3) 
dysmenorrhoea. Dealing with the vascular group of diseases, 
which chiefly affected the limbs, he pointed out that where 
the condition was entirely due to vasospasm sympathectomy 
at the appropriate point would give permanent and complete 
relief. In the case of the lower limbs the operation consisted 
in the removal of the second to fourth lumbar ganglia with 
the intervening chain ; in the upper limbs section was made 
in the cervical region at the level of the inferior cervical 
ganglion. Mr. Stammers then described a test which would 
indicate whether or not sympathectomy would be successful. 
The test consisted in the production of an artificial fever— 
for example, by T.A.B. vaccine—and a comparison of the 
rise in temperature of the affected part with that in the 
mouth. If the ratio of the rise was 4 to 1 or higher, then 
sympathectomy would be successful. In  Hirschsprung’s 
disease, the lecturer continued, permanent relief could be 
obtained by section of the lumbar-colonic nerve. The colon 
remained hypertrophied, but the bowel action was spon- 
taneous. Mr. Stammers dealt shortly with spasm of the 
bladder, which could be relieved by sympathectomy where 
desirable ; with dysmenorrhoea, which might be relieved in 
suitable cases ; and with spastic colon. His remarks were 
based on an experience of over fifty cases. 


CAMBRIDGE AND HUNTINGDON BRANCH: PETERBOROUGH 
DivIsION 

The inaugural meeting of the Peterborough Division was held 
at Peterborough on April 11th, when Dr. F. Rosrnson, 
chairman of the Cambridge and Huntingdon Branch, presided, 
and seventeen members were present, including Mr. W. H. 
Bowen, honorary secretary of the Branch. The rules of 
organization of a Division were considered and discussed, 
with a view to their adoption later with such additions and 
modifications as seemed advisable. 

The following officers were elected: 

Chairman, Dr. J. N. Collins. Vice-Chairman, Dr. W. P. Hay. 
Honorary Secretary, Dr. E. A. Holmes. 

It was decided to invite members of the Association 
resident in the neighbourhood, but not in the Soke of 
Peterborough, to become associate members of the Division. 


East YORKSHIRE BRANCH 
A joint meeting of the East Yorkshire Branch, the Hull 
Medical Society, and the Hull Cancer Committee was held at 
Hull on March 23rd, when Dr. F. C. Eve, chairman of the 
Cancer Committee, presided. The meeting was preceded by 
supper, and thirty-five members were present. 

Dr. Roy Warp of the Radium Institute, in an address on 
cancer, said the technique of radium and x-ray treatment 
was slowly progressing, and further statistical information 
was needed in order accurately to assess the results. To avoid 
wasteful effort mutual co-operation between institutions was 
necessary in an agreed scheme, each institution making a 
single subject its specialty for full study. Case notes should 
be full, detailed, and accurate, and all cases should be 
followed up. There was fatal delay still on the part of the 
public in seeking advice.. Free biennial examinations of 
insurance policy-holders over the age of 40 might be of help, 
but the public would object less to giving blood twice a year 
if a satisfactory serological test could be developed, 
Publicity in national newspapers might be of assistance, but 
this would need to be carefully thought out if cancerphobia 
were to be avoided. In treatment the recently developed 
madium teletherapy and the use of high-voltage x-ray equip- 
ment offered greater safety in their administration, both to the 
Patient and to the operators. j 

A discussion followed, in which Mr. C. H. Corpett and 

.T. Cameron, W. Murray, J. C. Martin, and D. C. Murr 
took part. Dr. Ward, in reply, intimated that the results 
of treatment by radium of sarcoma of the long bones were 
Very disappointing. Radiosensitivity and curability were 
unfortunately not synonymous. If, after surgical removal of 
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any malignant tumour—which he would primarily recommend 
in operable cases—it was thought desirable to irradiate, a full 
dose should be given. Endeavours were being made to increase 
the favourable eflect of radium by injections of various kinds ; 
this was being done notably in New York by Ewing at the 
Memorial Hospital. Dr. Ward showed a number of lantern 
slides demonstrating: (1) cure by radium in carcinoma of the 
mouth where surgery was impossible or undesirable by reason 
of resulting deformity ; (2) the palliative use of radium ; and 
(3) the 5-gram radium unit and its mounting now available 
for treatment at the Radium Institute. 

On the motion of Mr. YounG, seconded by Mr. A. Patrick, 
the thanks of the meeting were conveyed to Dr. Ward for his 
address. 


On April 6th an afternoon clinical and social meeting was 
held at the Sutton Branch of the Hull Royal Infirmary, 
thirty-eight members being present. 

Mr. H. Upcorr presented cases of Raynaud's disease 
showing the favourable effect of removal of the stellate and 
superior thoracic ganglia. To avoid giving rise to Horner’s 
syndrome, he said, it was possibly more desirable to excise 
the sympathetic trunk in the second interspace, but in 
bilateral cases ocular effects were equal on both sites, and the 
matter was not of such great importance. Mr. Upcott’s next 
case was one of acrocyanosis in which sympathectomy had not 
yet been performed. He also showed a patient from whom 
a tuberculous kidney and epididymis had been excised, and 
another who had been deprived of a tuberculous caecum. In 
another case, that of a patient with an injury to the fifth 
and sixth cervical roots distal to the origin of the nerve to 
the rhomboids, it had originally been intended to make an 
operative anastomosis. but the patient had been placed in an 
aeroplane splint for some time, and the deltoid and other 
muscles were showing considerable recovery. A child of 
5 months with a large cystic hygroma was shown, and Mr. 
E. M. Harywortn demonstrated a comparable case which 
he had treated by radium collars and needling, with very 
satisfactory results. 

Mr. R. B. Brarr presented a case of syphilis of the bones 
of both fibulae and of the left humerus which he believed to 
be a late secondary manifestation, and a woman, aged 27, 
from whom a rectal carcinoma had been removed two months 
ago, and from whom he had recently removed an ovarian 
secondary. Mr. Urcorr considered it possible that the 
secondary might have arisen by implantation rather than by 
metastases, but he agreed that the prognosis was_ bad. 
Mr. C. H. Corpetr suggested that the patient might be 
treated by deep x-ray therapy. Mr. Brarr also showed two 
patients with thyrotoxic goitre from whom the thyroid had 
been removed under local anaesthesia, and one with a war 
injury who had recently shown a muscular spasm in the upper 
part of the left thigh—the original site of the shrapnel wound. 
A few small particles of shrapnel remained, but a radiogram 
revealed a Tuffier’s tube, which had evidently been inserted 
in the femoral artery as an emergency measure and had never 
been removed. Mr. Upcorr thought that the spasm was more 
related to the patient’s wish to obtain a larger pension, and 
Dr. F. C. Eve agreed that some investigation of his psycho- 
logical problems might help in discovering and eliminating 
the cause. Mr. Hatnwortru considered it possible that a 
shrapnel fragment might be in proximity to the sciatic nerve. 
The patient seemed to be prepared to have an attack just 
as often as he was examined. 

Mr. Corsetr demonstrated the following cases: bilateral 
Buerger’s disease, in which the left leg had needed amputation 
but the right had been controlled by a sympathectomy ; and 
successful irradiation of an epithelioma of the hand following 
a small injury. In a further case a series of attacks by 
operation and radiation had been successful, although a left 
fore-quarter amputation had been necessary. Mr. J. F. Giri 
showed two cases of Little’s disease in which he had performed 
sympathectomy following successful reports from Melbourne ; 
he was satisfied, however, that in his cases there had been 
no improvement from operation. Dr. Lewis demonstrated 
a case of Hodgkin's disease, with a typical section of a gland 
and temperature charts exhibiting Pel-Ebstein crises. The 
patient was receiving x-ray treatment and arsenic ; the latter 
appeared to be benefiting him considerably, which would lend 
support to the assertion that the causative organism of the 
disease was a spirochaete. Dr. Lewis also showed a case cof 
carcinoma of the head of the pancreas, with marked jaundice 
and loss of weight. 

The members were entertained to tea, after which the cases 
were further discussed. Dr. R. H. AsHwin proposed a vote 
of thanks to the members of the staff, and this was seconded 
by Dr. J. E. Crooks. The members then adjourned to the 
pathological department, where specimens and_ slides were 
shown and described by Dr. W. W. Apamson and Major 
N. T. WHITEHEAD, 
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Essex Brancn: Soutu Essex Division 

At a meeting of the South Essex Division held at Westcliff- 
on-Sea on April 13th, when Dr. C. MacponaLp was in the 
chair, and twenty-eight members and guests were present, 
Mr. Ropney Maincor demonstrated the following cinemato- 
graph films: splenectomy for a case of purpura; types of 
simple goitre ; carcinoma of the breast treated with radium ; 
typical gaits ; ligature operation for piles ; gastrectomy for 
a case of cancer of the stomach ; and the life of a mosquito. 
Questions were asked between the showing of the films. 

On the motion of Dr. J. MacR. S. Nico, seconded by 
Dr. C. E. Pearsons, a hearty vote of thanks was accorded 
Mr. Maingot for his demonstration. 


GIBRALTAR BRANCH 
A meeting of the Gibraltar Branch was held at the Military 
Hospital on March 22nd, when Dr. J. A. Durante was in 
the chair and eleven members were present. A number of 
medical officers from the Mediterranean and Home Fleets 
attended as guests. 

The following cases were demonstrated. Major D. 
McVicker, R.A.M.C.: Removal of the internal cartilage of 
the knee-joint ; perforated gastric ulcer adherent to the liver : 
fractured clavicle treated by movement from the first day ; 
a double fracture of the leg ; and a compound fracture of the 
femur. Major E. O. A, Sincer, R.A.M.C.: B. coli infection 
followed by mental symptoms. Major J. C. A. Dowse, 
R.A.M.C.: Spina bifida. Major C. Crawrorp Jones, 
R.A.M.C.: Recklinghausen’s disease and pellagra. A very 
lively discussion followed, in which most of the members 
and visitors took part, and the meeting terminated with a 
hearty vote of thanks to the lecturers.

A clinical meeting of the Dumbartonshire Division was held 
at Glasgow Eye Infirmary on March 21st. After tea, which 
was provided by the courtesy of the hospital superintendent, 
Dr. R. J. Lestre Fraser gave an interesting lecture on 
“Common Eye Conditions in General Practice.’’ He dealt 
particularly with the differential diagnosis and treatment of 
“red eye.’’ The lecture was made especially interesting by 
the demonstration of several cases. ; 


GRENADA BRANCH 

A meeting of the Grenada Branch was held at the Colony 
Hospital on January 9th, when Dr. A. F. HuGues was in the 
chair. The othcers of the Branch for 1934 were elected, and 
also a deputation to submit evidence at the forthcoming 
inquiry into the conditions of medical service in the Windward 
Islands. The arrangements to be made in connexion with the 
visit to the West Indies of Dr. G. C. Anderson (Mecécal 
Secretary) were also considered. 

Dr. M. CraytTon-MitcHett gave a_ short address on 
recent developments in the insulin treatment of diabetes, 
the treatment of ulcers by the plaster-of-Paris bandage 
method, and the immediate treatment of retention of urine 
with and without urethral stricture. Dr. Clayton-Mitchell 
was heartily thanked for his very interesting and instructive 
address. 

The Executive Committee of the Branch intends to make 
a scientific address a regular feature of annual meetings. 


HERTFORDSHIRE BrRaNcH: BARNET Division 
A meeting of the Barnet Division was held at Barnet on 
March 13th. The meeting decided to support the candidature 
of Sir Henry Brackenbury and Mr. N. Bishop Harman for 
the vacancies on the General Medical Council. Copies of the 
B.M.A. model form were distributed to members. 

Dr. W. S. C. Copeman then gave a very instructive address 
on ‘‘ The Modern Treatment of Rheumatism.’’ Dr. Copeman 
first classified the G&tlerent forms of rheumatism, and then 
detailed the various methods of treatment adopted at the 
London Rheumatism Clinic and elsewhere. After an interval 
for refreshments numerous questions were asked and answered, 
and the meeting closed with hearty votes of thanks to Dr. 
Copeman, and to Dr. C. F. Hardie for accommodating the 
meeting. 


A further meeting of the Division, preceded by a dinner, was 
held at Hadley Wood Golf Club on April 11th. The following 
were elected associate members of the Division: Dr. Brown, 
Dr. Hayes, and Dr. Mary Allan (Potters Bar) ; Dr. Watson 
Baker (Southgate). 

Mr. Russert Howarp gave an address on ‘‘ Tumours of 
the Breast,’’ in which he dealt with the method of examina- 
tion, differential diagnosis, prognosis, and treatment. A long 
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discussion followed, and on the motion ef Dr. A. pe St. L, R 
PERIGAL, seconded by Dr. S. VATCHER, a hearty vote of thanks 
was accorded Mr. Howard for his address. 


HERTFORDSHIRE BRANCH: Sr. ALBANS Division 

A special meeting of the St. Albans Division was held on 
March 2Ist, when a British Medical Association Lecture wag 
given by Dr. Davip Naparro on “ Problems of Immunizatiog 
in Measles, Diphtheria, and Searlet Fever.’ Concernin 
measles, Dr. Nabarro said the severity of an attack could be 
considerably modified by the injection of the serum of patients 
who were convalescent from the cisease ; he only employed 
serum from adult patients. One should not aim at complete 
protection, since the passive immunity so produced lasted 
only two to four weeks; the active immunity acquired 
following injections to reduce the severity of the attack 
generally lasted a lifetime. The scarcity of the serum, unless 
the problem was tackled on an extensive scale, reduced the 
usefulness of the method ; at present it was limited to very 
young children or the debilitated. Discussing the question 
of universal immunization against diphtheria, Dr. Nabarro 
said the best age for this was from 6 to 12 months. Some 
cases reacted strongly to the ordinary  toxoid-antitoxin 
mixture ; these could be excluded by the use of the 
‘Moloney test,’’ and the T.A.F. emulsion be employed 
instead, but the latter was too expensive to be used univer. 
sally. In the treatment of carriers, which presented a diffi- 
culty, Dr. Nabarro advocated the removal of tonsils and 
adenoids, with the use of antiseptic douches, gargles, and 
sprays, and the application of ultra-violet rays by the 
nostrils. The Dick test in scarlet fever was analogous to the 
Schick test in diphtheria, but the reaction appeared in a much 
shorter time than in the latter. Pseudo-reactions, so common 
in Schick tests, never occurred in children, and but seldom 
in adults. Infants up to 6 months were Dick-negative. In 
doubtful scarlet fever rashes the Dick test might be useful in 
differential diagnosis, but the Schultz-Charlton test was more 
reliable at this stage. A scarlet fever serum was on the 
market which rendered a case immune for two or three weeks ; 
this could be employed as a temporary measure. A ward 
in which a case of scarlet fever had occurred need not be 
closed if this serum were used. It was possible, however, 
actively to immunize cases that were Dick-positive by 
graduated doses of suitable prophylactic injection. 
Immunity was as a rule complete in one month after the 
last injection, and lasted several years. Carriers of haemo- 
lytic streptococci should be isolated and treated. 

The lecture proved most interesting, and a valuable 
discussion followed. 


Kent Brancu: BROMLEY Division 
A well-attended joint meeting of the Bromley Division and 
the Bromley Medical Society was held at Bromley on March 
2ist, when Dr. R. H. was in the chair. 

After supper Mr. H. P. Winspury-WuHiTe gave an_instruc- 
tive and practical lecture on ‘‘ Some Points in the Diagnosis 
and Treatment of Genito-Urinary Cases.’" The address was 
illustrated by numerous lantern slides of x-ray photographs 
and drawings. After questions had been asked, a cordial 
vote of thanks to Mr. Winsbury-White concluded a_ highly 
successful meeting. 

LANCASHIRE AND CHESHIRE BrancH: RocupaLe Division 
A meeting of the Rochdale Division was held at Rochdale 
Infirmary on March 2nd, when Dr. J. F. Knox was in the 
chair and approximately twenty members were present. 

Mr. Wutson H. Hey (Manchester) gave a lecture on “‘ Some 
Aspects of the Modern Surgical Treatment of Cancer.’’ The 
scope of surgery in its limited sense, he said, was becoming 
more circumscribed in the treatment of cancer, and the 
modern developments in radium therapy, diathermy, *-Tay 
therapy, and possibly in the future serum therapy, would 
tend more and more to limit the use of the knife. The 
development of higher power x-ray plants would probably 
lead to some displacement of the pre-eminence of radium 
in the treatment of certain types of cancer. At present serum 
treatment had not produced any convincing results, but he 
was hopeful of advances in that field. Various chemicals 
had had extensive trials, with disappointing results. In 
diagnosis serum tests had so far preved unreliable, but 4-tay 
diagnosis had made great advances. 

Drs. J. F. Knox, A. Dickson, H. G. Ramsrottom, H. E. 
Emmett, A. R. Oniver, Jesste M. Varentine, A. 
McMaster, and E. C. Heap took part in the subsequent 
discussion, and on the proposal of Dr. Knox, seconded by 
Dr. Emmett, Mr. Hey was cordially thanked for his very 
stimulating address. By the kindness of the matron an

A letter from Dr. W. Blood stated that Chingford practi- 
tioners had written to Chelmsford pointing out that they 
considered the remuneration § offered for the post of 
district medical officer for North and South Chingford totally 
inadequate if the poor of the parish were to be treated 
eficiently. Three Chingford practitioners who were present 
stated that they were in favour of the ‘‘ free choice ’’ method, 
provided statistics were kept for one year and remuneration 
then discussed. The secretary was instructed to write to 
Dr. Blood pointing out the advisability of pressing for this 
line of action. 

Dr. C. H. PaNntinGc proposed and Dr. F. Sanpers seconded 
that a small committee be appointed to which Dr. A. W. 
Forrest could refer in matters concerning public health and 
medical practice in Leyton. Dr. Forrest signified his 
willingness to consult the committee, but pointed out that 
owing to the number of such matters constantly before the 
council, often necessitating quick decisions, it would be more 
helpful if a member of the medical profession were elected to 
the council, or at any rate co-opted upon the Maternity and 
Child Welfare Committee of the council. 4 

Dr. Forrest then sketched the history of the isolation 
hospital, built in 1896 for seventy-three patients, and now 
inadequate for the needs of the borough. He pointed out that 
an isolation hospital should have facilities for the treatment 
of all notifiable diseases, including puerperal fever and typhoid 
and that there should be a resident medical officer. “In the 
beginning the aim was segregation, not treatment ; now 
treatment was most essential. Dr. Forrest gave statistics 
which upheld his views regarding the futility of disinfection 
and exclusion of contacts of scarlet fever cases for six weeks. 

Dr. P. Boylan and Dr. W. M. Anthony were respectively 
elected representative and deputy representative in the 
Representative Body. 

METROPOLITAN COUNTIES BRANCH: STRATFORD Division 
A meeting of the Stratford Division was held at Ilford on 
March 20th, when Mr. RowLrey Bristow gave an address on 
“The Use and Abuse of Manipulative Treatment.’’ He 
emphasized the importance of differentiating between a joint 
which was the seat of arthritis and one which manifested 
impaired function due to adhesions..

NOTIFICATION OF INFECTIOUS DISEASES

is an article on the duties of medical practitioners as regards 
the notification of infectious diseases, etc. 

As the British Medical Journal circulates in Scotland the 
writer should have explained that his remarks applied only 
to England. In the third paragraph he states that notifica- 
tions do not go to the county medical officer ; this may be the 
method in England, but in Scotland all notifications should 
be sent to the county medical officer, except in burghs with 
a population of over 20,000, which have a separate adminis- 
tration.—I am, etc.,

have been drawn to the fact that the English law of public 
health and local government does not apply to Scotland, and 
it is important to remember this, especially in connexion with 
the secon! part of the article, which appears in this week’s 
Supplement (p. 213). The principles are, however, the same. 
On the specific instance cited by Dr. Thomson it may be 
observed that a county medical officer in Scotland receives 
notifications in his capacity as medical officer of health of a 
district if any separate districts exist in the county. The 
county council is a local authority under the Public Health 
(Scotland) Act, 1897, only if the county has not been divided 
into districts.—Ep.

THE BUDGET AND THE “ CUTS ”’ 


Sir,—I must ask to be allowed to question the general 
tone of approval of the Budget which was expressed in the 
Journal of April 21st. I would like to go further, and 
question the advisability of expressing in an editorial general 
approval of such a matter, which concerns 90 per cent. of 
our members, before they have been given time to com- 
municate their opinions. The present Budget is a dishonest 
Budget, and I hope that the Association, through the proper 
channels, will not be too timorous to say so. The present 
Government has no surplus until it has restored the ‘‘ cuts ”’ 
to all those who have been made to bear a greater portion 
of taxation than their neighbours. The Government has no 
money with which to relieve the general income tax or to 
benefit sections such as the motor industry until its just 
obligations have been met. This is an astute politician’s 
Budget to please the man in the street at the expense of 
dishonouring the obligations to those who have borne the 
extra burdens. Does anyone think that the remaining 50 per 
cent. ‘‘cut’’ will be restored automatically at an early 
date? Then read what the Chancellor said in introducing 
his Budget (italics are mine): 

““ The ‘ cuts ' in salaries imposed at that time [1931] were 
considered by the Government of the day as a temporary 
expedient to meet a temporary emergency. It was accepted 
by the people of this country in that spirit. J do not myself 
interpret that understanding so literally as to feel compelled 
to put everything back exactly where it was in 1931,’’ 

Not even a promise that the restoration of the remaining 
50 per cent. of the “‘ cut ’’ will be a first charge on his next 
Budget! No promise, indeed, that he intends ‘‘ to put every- 
thing back exactly where it was in 1931.’’ This is a matter 
for all those Divisions which have a sufficient sense of their 
obligations to their members working the National Health 
Insurance Act to express an opinion with no uncertain voice.

SIR CHARLES HASTINGS CLINICAL PRIZE 
The Sir Charles Hastings Clinical Prize, which consists 
of a certificate and a money award of fifty guineas, is 
again open for competition in respect of 1935. The 
following are the regulations governing the award: 


1. The prize is established by the Council of the British 
Medical Association for the promotion of systematic observa- 
tion, research, and record in general practice; it includes 
a money award of the value of fifty guineas. 

2. Any member of the Association who is engaged in general 
practice is eligible to compete for the prize. 


3. The work submitted must include personal observations 
and experiences collected by the candidate in general practice, 
and a high order of excellence will be required. If no essay 
entered is of sufficient merit no award will be made. 

4. Essays, or whatever form the candidate desires his work 
to take, must be sent to the British Medical Association House, 
Tavistock Square, London, W.C.1, not later than December 
31st, 1934. 

5. No study or essay that has been published in the medical 
press or elsewhere will be considered eligible for the prize, and 
a contribution offered in one year cannot be accepted in any 
subsequent year unless it includes evidence of further work. 

6. If any question arises in reference to the eligibility of 
the candidate, or the admissibility of his or her essay, the 
decision of the Council on any such point shall be final. 

7. Each essay must be typewritten or printed, must be 
distinguished by a motto, and must be accompanied by a 
sealed envelope marked with the same motto, and enclosing 
the candidate’s name and address. 

8. The writer of the essay to whom the prize is awarded 
may, on the initiative of the Science Committee, be requested 
to prepare a paper on the subject for publication in the 
British Medical Journal, or for presentation to the appropriate 
Section of the Annual Meeting of the Association. 

9. Inquiries relative to the prize should be addressed to the 
Medical Secretary.
